The restriction requirement dated 11/29/02 has been withdrawn and a new 
restriction requirement is as follows: 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -1 8, drawn to specific filter configurations/positioning with 
coupling between cavities, classified in class 333, subclass 134. 

II. Claims 23-30, drawn to varying physical parameters between cavities of a 
filter, classified in class 333, subclass 202. 

2. Claims 19-22 link(s) inventions I and II. The resthction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 19-22. 
Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including 
all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the 
instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such daim(s) depending from or 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a 
continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional 
application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.
